German and Russian forces on the west
pank of the Stokhod Iiver today. The
Teuton army resistihg the Russian nda-
vance on Kovel has been Reavily rein-
forced and Is attempting to drive the
Cear's troops out of the positions which
they captured west of the Stokhod by a
drilliant charge,
. Reports thur far recclved by tha War
OMee stote that the German counter-at-
tacks have been fruitiees, The Tlussian
artillery on the ecast bank has Inflicted
terrible lorses on the German infantry. That
the Teuton commiunder regards the lost
positians na of vast Importance s Indleated
by the fact that In soveral instances the
Infantey was orderad to attack without any
Artillery preparation.

The belief at the War Office s that the
next fow days are likely o see the Ause
trinn and German-forees so effectively sep-
arated that it will be Impossible for them
to eco-operate further. The well-concelved
strategle plan of the Russian general staff,
it Is asserted, I8 working out admirably. It
was discovered too Inte by the Austro-
Cerman commanders for them to tnke ef-
fective steps to prevent the splitting of thelr
armies,

ISOLATION OF TEUTON ARMIES
NOW VIRTUALLY EFFECTED,
LONDON EXPERTS BELIEVE

LONDON, Aug. 2.

The second anniversary of Germany's
declaration of war on HRumsia finds the rela-
tive positlions of the belligerents very dif-
ferent from thona of the first annlveraary.
The Entente Allles are now pursulng a
successful offensive on all fronts and the
Central Powers are virtually everywhere

«=on the defenalve,

The operntions on the eastern front now
surpans those In the west In dramatie In-
farest. The military critics express great
admiration for the Russinn tactlcw, one of
t: Important objects of which, In thelr
opinion, hag been to lszolate the Austrians
from the German armies on the Russlan
front. This, It now  claimed, has been
virtually uccomplished by the Russians drive
ing a wadgo [nto the Austro-German posl-
tions along the front of Kovel-Viadimir-
Volynskl,

The view here iu that If the Germans
have thus accepted severance from the Aus-
triana, the most decisive resuit of the whole
of Russian General Brussiloff's strotegy
will have been obtained, It belng argued by
the military observers that without German
support the Austrian armies wlill become
demoralized and collapse, The critlca say
that the Austrian forces between the Lipa
and Dnlester rivers are doomed. There has
been no confirmation of the report receiyed
in Rome that Viadimir-Volynski has been
evacuated, nnd that the Jermans are with-
drawing from Kovel, but Rome Is usually
well Informed on Russian news,

A correspondent with the Russian forces
has reported that the roads toward Hovel
“are black with the retreating enemy."

General Count von Bothmer's army is
also reported to be nlmost enveloped by the
Rusaluns In Gallcia, Cossack divisions
after the oceupation of Brody are sald to
bave destroyed the rallways behind the
Austrian army.

[General von Hothmer's army has baen
holding the line of the River Stripa, which
rises northwest of Tarnopol and enters
the Dnlester south of Buczuca 1f the Rus-
slanas who took Brody have cut a rallway

Leonard Brooke Edwards Hon-
ored for Driving Ambulance
in Rain of Shells

TLeonard Brooke Edwards, of thls elty,
hns bBeen olted for bravery In an order of
the day promulgated hefore the fighting
millions of France by the French Governe
ment, Mr, Fdwards,' according to o letter
from Paris, 1a one of six Amerlcan ambu-
lanco drivers who have been thus signally
honored by the posting of thelr namesa and
the awarding of the *“Croixe de Geurre*
the aetond highest military distinetlon glven
by the French natlon.

Mr, Edwnrds, who lives at 2117 Locust
street, Is 4 son of the late Richard 8. Ed-
wards and Lucy D. Edwards. He was born
In Philadelphia 21 years ago,

In a letter recelved today the thrilling
tale of young Edwards's daring and cour-
age under a death-dealing fire 8 dramati-
cally told,

The letter In dated Paris, July 15, and
was written while the writer, also in the
ambulance corps, was enjoying his “regular
alx<dny permission” from the front. The
letter sayn:

“Brooke Edwards, of Fhiladelphla, who
I1 In our sectlon, No, 1| of the Ambulance
Corps, was cited for bravery at Verdun to-
day. A German ghell smashed n hole as
big n& your head through the top of his
ear nnd another went Into the tool box
not & foot from where he sat. 'This was
early in the evening, yet he kept on the
Job, making his rounds as if nothing had
happened, Incldentally the shell punctured
two of his tires, which he replaced under
n flerce fire with the asslatance of Sam
Paul, another young fellow from FPhilly.
Edwards will get the croix de guerra be-
ciuse a citation in an order of the day car-
rles this honor.”

Mr, Edwards 18 an excellent téennla player
and played to within one of the finals in
gecond doubles at the interclub tennls tour-
nament at Merlon last year. At Wilming-
ton, Del, In 1914 he won the consolation
singla event at the tennls tournament., He
also went as far as the final round in mixed
doubles with Aliss Edith Runk ns partner
in the Manheim distriet tournament in 1015,
boing defented with his partner for high
honors by a close score,

He was educated nt the Eplscopal Acud-
emy In Philndelphla and In Switzerland, He
went to France as one of the young Phila-
delphians who answered the appeal made In
December last for drivers by John H
McFadden, Jr., of this eity. Mr. Edwards
has two brothers living In Philadelphia,
Nellson Edwards, Vice President of the
Nitrogenous Chemlical Company, with offfces
in the West End Trust Bullding, and E
Mitchell Edwards, popularly known as
*“Ted," who 15 & student at the University
of Pennsylvanin, at present serving In the
Plattsburg, N. Y., preparedness camp.

CASEMENT CALMLY
AWAITS SCAFFOLD;

Rumors Circulate That Irish
Chief Will Be Re-
prieved

ASQUITH GETS PETITION

Senate Resolution Asks Clem-
ency for Irish Political
Prisoners

LONDON, Aug. 2—~Roger Case-
ment, the Irlshman who relinquished
his rank as a knight, condemned to
die Thursday on the seaffold for high
treason, is calmly awaiting what the
next 24 hours will bring forth, accord-
ing to reports from Pentonville Prison.
Rumors were in circulation today that
Casement would he granted a reprieve,
but these were not based on any avail-
able official information. Premier As-
quith acknowledged the receipt of a
long Irish petition begging a reprieve
for Casement, but did not indicate that
it would have any effect.

WASHINGTON, Aug, 2.—President Wil-
son today Instructed Acting Secretary of
Stato Polk to forward to the Britinh For-

olgn  OMea  Immediately the resolution
adopted by the Sennte last Saturday, In
which the hope wan expressed that the

Hritlsh Government "may exercige clemency
In the treatment of Irish politieal prison-
era,” Thea resolution wan Intended to bring
the attention of the Britlsh Government to
the Roger Camemont case, but his name
was not mentioned in the resolutlon, Fol-
lnwing Is the text of the resolution:

“Renolved, That the Senate expresses the
hape that the Britlsh Government mny ex-
ercign clemency In the treatment of Irish
politieal prisoners: and that the President
beé requested to tronsmit this resolution to
that Government.”

Cagement sent his thanks today to Sen-
ator Martine, of New Jersey, for his efMorts
to save his life. His message was dellvered
by his attorney, Michael J. Doyle, of Fhil-
adelphia, who has just returned from Eng-
land. Both Senator Martine and Mr, Doyle
predicted today that King George would
commute Cosement's sentence.

Dispatehes from London this morning an-
nounce that Roger Casxement will be hanged
tomorrow, but Michasl Francls Doyle still
feels that his elfent’s life will be saved.

Mr. Doyls, who represented Casement at

his last trinl, anid:

“I don't know, hut T am still hoplng for
n reprieve. I won't bellave that the hanging
is actually to take place until the very last
minute, 1 have never belleved that Eng-
land will let him die, and they must have
some good reason for holding off the an-
nouncement of his reprieve until almost
whaut the publie thought was to be tha end,
I nm confident that the Cnbinet will vote
for the repriove.’”

Mr. Doyle was asked If the King would
not have to grant the mercy, if [t were to
be granted, and he answered that the re-
prieve would be done In the name of the
King, but it would be donoc actually by the
Cabinet.

Director Twining Foresees De-
lays, However, in Drafts and

Labor Problems

Mayor Smith and Transit Director Twin-
Ing today sald that the recent tranalt loan
of $57,100,000 will provide all the money
which ecan possibly be spent on the oity's
high-speed elevated and subway system
during the present adminlstration. To com-
plete the Broad street lines, however, Mr,
Twining feels mora money will be neces-
sary, but this will not be a probiem for the
clty to face for at least four years,

Emphasizsing the difficulties the Transit

Department is facing reaching the point
where the contracts can be let, the Di-
rector sald that It would require the
